Sabre jets destro y ed seven TU2s 
o ff the west co ast No v. 30, 19 51. 
The TU2 has a wing span o f abo ut 
60 feet, a cruising speed o f abo ut 
200 miles an 
ho ur and

o peratio nal in 19 44. 
The Air Fo rce said the MIG 
claims were racked up near Sin- 
anju in Far No rthwest Ko rean 
when a flight o f 26 MIGs jumped 
fo ur Sabres esco rting o ne unarm ­ 
ed pho to reco nniassance plane. 
On the gro und, Allied and Co m­ 
munist patro ls clashed spo radical­ 
ly in bitter co ld, the tem perature 
dro pping to the lo west o f the sea­ 
so n o n the Western Fro nt, 16 de­ 
grees belo w zero .

The ruling by U. S. District 
Judge Alexander Ho ltzo ff, that 
sectio n 308 o f the Federal Lo bby ­ 
ing Act, is invalid, resulted in the 
dismissal o f lo ng-pending charges 
against 
two 
state 
agricultural 
co mmissio ners, Ralph W. Mo o re, 
Washingto n co mmo dity trader, and 
Ralph M. Harriss, a New Yo rk 
co mmo dity bro ker. 
Judge Ho ltzo ff served as a m em ­ 
ber o f a three-judge co nstitutio nal 
co urt which earlier had held an­ 
o ther key sectio n—305—unco nsti­ 
tutio nal. This sectio n required that 
any o ne receiving mo ney in co n­ 
nectio n with lo bby ing activities 
must file quarterly repo rts with 
Co ngress. * 
Judge Ho ltzo ff held in his rul­ 
ing to day that bo th sectio ns are 
unco nstitutio nal 
because o f the 
penalty pro visio ns. In additio n to 
pro viding a fine, impriso nment, o r 
bo th, bo th sectio ns make it un­ 
lawful fo r a perso n to engage in 
any effo rt to influence legislatio n 
fo r a perio d o f three y ears after 
co nvictio n. 
Judge Ho ltzo ff said this is a vio ­ 
latio n o f the co nstitutio nal rights 
o f every citizen to petitio n Co n­ 
gress.

Why Social Security! 


(Continued from Thursday) 


As the pattern of our economy 
changed, work shifted from place 
to place as well as from occupa­ 
tion to occupation. M anufacturing 
was declining in New England, 
for example, at the time when 
the growing automobile industry 
pushed it upward in the Central 
States. Still later came important 
industrial 
developments 
in 
the 
F ar West and the South. Often 
workers and their families must 
move to follow jobs or to find 
them. 
Americans always have moved 
in search of a living. The older 
migrations, however, were likely 
to be those of people who ex­ 
pected to found a new home, set­ 
tle down, and grow up with the 
town. The quick shifts of recent 
years 
have 
split 
up 
families. 
They have weakened the old ties 
of kinship and neighborliness on 
which a family used to rely. The 
loss of neighborliness and the 
increasing size of stores and fac­ 
tories have weakened the per­ 
sonal ties between workers and 
their employers. 
Changes such as these marked 
our progress as a Nation. Unde­ 
veloped parts of the country grew 
up. Science and iifvention light­ 
ened 
drudgery. As the 
census 
pointed out referring to changes 
between 1910 and 1940, we have 
been 
shifting 
“definitely 
away 
from heavy, 
arduous, unskilled 
manual labor and definitely to­ 
ward more highly skilled manual 
pursuits 
and 
intellectual 
pur­ 
suits.” This shift has continued. 
While we were lightening the 
amount of labor done by children 
and old people, we also greatly 
shortened the hours of work and 
tl e rigor of work of people who 
are 
in 
jobs. 
Tractors, 
steam 
shovels, 
drills, 
and 
other 
m a­ 
chines have taken over tasks that 
once required backbreaking hu­ 
man effort. At the same time, 
the increasing productivity of la­ 
bor makes it possible for us to 
have more goods and services, 
more comforts and conveniences. 
Ordinary people today take for 
granted many things that in ear­ 
lier 
civilizations 
were 
luxuries 
for 
even 
the 
well-to-do—com­ 
fortably heated homes, for ex­ 
ample, and soap, hot water, and 
enough changes of clothing for 
personal cleanliness. A pair of 
si lk stockings once was a present 
for a king or a queen. 
But this progress has had a 
p ice both for families and for 
s >ciety. As more and more of our 
e onomy 
has 
become 
industri- 
a ized, 
more 
and more 
people 
d ?pend for their living on cir­ 


cumstances beyond their control 
When kinds of work changed, 
some workers could not change 
with it. Many people who had 
been employed in the older in­ 
dustries could not meet the spe­ 
cialized 
requirem ents 
for 
the 
growing occupations. It was not 
likely to help a jobless miner, 
for example, to learn that more 
barbers were needed. 
Even within a particular in­ 
dustry that is developing rapidly, 
changes in products and work 
methods and machines may make 
an individual’s skill obsolete. In 
the long run, such changes us­ 
ually result in creating more jobs 
than they destroy, but the spe­ 
cialized worker who loses a job, 
especially the older worker, may 
not soon be able to find some­ 
thing else he can do. 
Shortage 
of 
materials 
or 
a 
strike in one industry may close 
down jobs 
in 
other 
industries 
that depend on its products. 
In some industries the demand 
for workers varies at different 
times of the year. During the 
slack season, workers may be put 
on short time (and short earn­ 
ings) or may be laid off alto­ 
gether for weeks or months until 
they are needed again.

year. A cutter or a machine op­ 
erator, an expert at his own job, 
may find it hard to earn in some 
other way when the factory slows 
down or closes. 
As far as we can look back, 
men and women have lost one 
way of earning a living and have 
had to find others. Groups of 
workers, like the hand weavers, 
have seen their work taken away 
by new inventions or by changes 
in 
customs 
and 
fashions. 
But 
only in recent decades has so 
large a part of the population 
faced the risk of having income 
cut off for a longer or shorter 
time during which they have lit­ 
tle or no other way of making 
a living. 
Only recently have we realized 
that at any time, even in a good 
year, 
an 
industrialized 
country 
has a large group of people who 
want work and need work but 
cannot get a job for which they 
are fitted. The Oxford Dictionary 
says that the word “unemploy­ 
ment” did not enter the English 
language till 
1888. “Unemploy­ 
able” appeared only a year ear­ 
lier.

Through the good years 1922- 
29, 
percent 
of 
our 
industrial 
workers, on the average, were 
unemployed. In the worst year 
of the 
depression, 
1933, 
about 
one-fourth 
of the entire labor 
force—nearly 13,000,000 workers 
—were 
jobless. 
Even 
in 
1940, 
monthly 
average unemployment 
was more than 8,000,000. In 1948, 
with unemployment at a record 
peacetime 
low, 
the 
monthly 
average did not fall below 1,600,- 
000 and in one month it was 
more than 2,600,000. 
Over a year, many more fami­ 
lies are affected by unemploy­ 
ment than are represented in the 
figure for any one month. In

The “unemployed'’ 
are not a special group of people 
who are too shiftless or incompe­ 
tent to hold jobs.* At one time or 
another, they include many of 
our ablest workers. 
When the breadwinners are out 
of work, their loss of earnings 
affects not only themselves and 
their families but also the com­ 
munity. When a factory shuts 
down, its neighborhood and city 
suffer. Everyone who has been 
selling goods or services to those 
wage earners is likely to be af­ 
fected — storekeepers, landlords, 
barbers, owners of movie houses, 
and, in turn, the workers whom

Serious unemployment spreads

That interdepend­ 
ence makes it necessary for us 
to insure that no common hazard 
should cut down or cut short 
the livelihood of numbers of our 
people.

Unemployment is only one of 
the common risks to earning ca­ 
pacity and family independence. 
The other chief ones are old age 
and death of the breadwinner and 
the costs and losses of sickness 
and prolonged disability.

At any time except when there 
I is mass unemployment, sickness 
I and disability and death before 


i one’s time together constitute the 
greatest cause of poverty and de­ 
pendency in the United States. 
The security of life itself has 
never increased as rapidly at any 
time as in the past 40 years. 
Take Massachusetts, for exam ­ 
ple, for which there are records 
over a long period. A baby born 
in Massachusetts in 1789 had, on 
the average, a life expectancy of 
about 35 years, In the next cen­ 
tury, the expectation of life at 
birth 
in 
that 
State 
increased 
about 8 years; babies born in 
1890 had a life expectancy of 
42.5 years for men ?md 44.4 years 
for women. But between 
1890 
and 1940, those averages grew to 
more than 63.3 years for men 
and 67.6 years for women.

GRASS AND LEGUME 
SEFDINGS 
The acreage of fall seeded small 
grains in Scott County that will be 
sown to grass and legumes this 
winter and spring is much larger 
than usual due to last sum m er’s 
drouth, says Tom B. Stroup, Coun­ 
ty Agent. 
The best time to seed .legumes 
on fall seeded small grains is right 
now. The legume seed can 
be 
broadcast on top of the ground 
and freezing and thawing of the 
soil wall cover it. It is usually safe 
to broadcast legume seed on top of 
the ground up to February 15 in 
Southeast Missouri. 
If for some reason or another 
”ou can’t make your legume seed­ 
ing by INI irch 1, you had better 
wait 
until 
the 
ground 
is 
dry 
enough to work next spring and 
the dangei of freezing is past. If 
you do this the legume seed will 
need to be drilled or broadcast and 
harrow ed in so it will be covered. 
Where grasses are to be includ­ 
ed in the m ixture it’s best to wait 
until the ground can be worked 
and the grass and legume seed 
drilled into 'he soil. Most grass 
seed isn't heavy enough to be cov­ 
ered by freezing and thawing thus 
they need to be seeded wdth a 
drill. 
If you used ample fertilizer bas­ 
ed on a soil test on your small 
grains last fall you probably won't 
need to apply additional fertilizer. 
However, 
if 
sufficient fertilizer | 
wasn't used at seeding time the 
use of additional fertilizer will be 
highly profitable. 


R. Q. Brown, county agent of 
Mississippi County, gave the points 
that the 100 Bu. growers used in 
making higher yields. Briefly they 
are: 1. They provided demonstra­ 
tion to encourage other folks to 
produce high yields. 
2. They had soil tests made, and 
supplied the plant food needed. 


T h e y applied an average of $22.34 
per acre of fertilizer and made an 
average of 100.8 bu. yield to the 
acre for a gross return of $172.24 
per acre. 
3. They planted enough corn to 
make a high stalk population ti 
the acre to get full use of the plant 
food applied. 
The 24 farmers making the high 
yield had an average of 13,111 
corn stalks to the acre with 4,250 
ears average. 
In 
summarizing 
Mr. 
Brown 
pointed out that the extra bushels 
of ci rn produced by fertilizer are 
the low’est cost bushels you grow 
because the basic costs of plant­ 
ing, cultivating, and harvesting an 
the- same to a large degree. 
He further stated that the aver­ 
age corn yields in S. K. MO. eai 
be doubled by the proper use ol 
these practices that the 24 farmers 
making this club practiced this 
past year.

llog mange is probably the most 
serious external parasite of swine. 
It is an extrem ely c ntagious con­ 
dition caused by very small mites 
that burrow under the skins ot 
hogs. This burrowing causes ex­ 
treme itching and to get relief 
from the itching, hogs begin to 
rub and sometimes bite themselv­ 
es. As this rubbing continues, the 
skin becomes dry and scabby. 
Hogs infested with mange a rt 
usually infested with lice also. Hog 
lice are the largest of the blood 
sucking kind and take quite a bit 
of blond from the animal each day. 
In addition, they are carriers of 
die virus that causes swine pox. 
The control for bo'h hog mange 
and lice is simple. It consists of 
spraying the animals with Lin- 
dan or BTTC.

GRASS AND LEGUME 
SEI DINGS 
The acreage of fall seeded small 
grains in Scott County that w ill be 
sown to grass and legumes this 
winter and spring is much larger 
than usual due to last summer’s 
drouth, says Tom B. Stroup, Coun­ 
ty Agent. 
The best time to seed.legumes 
on fall seeded small grains is right 
now. 
The legume seed can be 
broadcast on top of the ground 
and freezing and thawing of the 
soil will cover it. It is usually safe 
to broadcast legume seed on top of 
the ground up to February 15 in 
Southeast Missouri. 
If for some reason or another 
you can’t make your legume seed­ 
ing by March I, you had better 
wait 
until 
the 
ground 
is 
dry 
enough to work next spring and 
the danger of freezing is past. U 
you do this the legume seed will 
need to be drilled or broadcast and 
harrowed in so it will be covered. 
Where grasses are to bo includ­ 
ed in the mixture it’s best to wait 
until the ground can be worked 
and the grass and legume seed 
drilled into the soil. Most grass 
seed isn’t heavy enough to be cov­ 
ered by freezing and thawing thus 
thev need to be seeded with a 
drill. 
If you used ample fertilizer bas­ 
ed on a soil test on your small 
grains last fall you probably won’t 
need to apply additional fertilizer. 
However, 
if sufficient fertilizer 
wasn’t used at seeding time the 
use of additional fertilizer w ill be 
highly profitable. 


H. Q. Brown, county agent of 
Mississippi County, gave the points 
i that the IOO Bu. growers used in 
I making higher yields. Briefly they 
J are: I. They provided demonstra- 
| tion to encourage other folks to 
produce high yields. 
2. They had soil tests made, and 
supplied the plant food needed. 
They applied an average of $22.34 
per acre of fertilizer and made an 
average of 106.8 bu. yield to the 
acre for a gross return of $172.24 
per acre, 
3. They planted enough corn to 
make a high stalk population t< 
the acre to get full use of the plant 
food applied. 
The 24 farmers making the high 
yield had an average of 13,111 
corn stalks to the acre with 4,256 
ears average. 
In 
summarizing 
Mr. 
Browm 
pointed out that the extra bushels 
of corn produced by fertilizer are 
the lowest cost bushels you grow 
because the basic costs of plant­ 
ing, cultivating, and harvesting arc 
the same to a large degree. 
He further stated that the aver­ 
age corn yields in S. E. MO. can 
be doubled by the proper use ol 
these practices that the 24 farmers 
making this club practiced this 
past year.

CONTROLLING HOG 
MANGE AND LICE 
Those costly robbers of hog prof­ 
its— mange and lice — are more 
prevalent in winter than any oth­ 
er time. And now’s the time to 
control 
them, 
advises 
County 
Agent, Tom B. Stroup. 
Hog mange is probably the most 
serious external parasite of swine. 
It is an extremely contagious con­ 
dition caused by very small mites 
that burrow under the skins ot 
hogs. This burrowing causes ex­ 
treme itching and to get relief 
from the itching, hogs begin to 
rub and sometimes bite themselv­ 
es. As this rubbing continues, the 
skin becomes dry and scabby. 
Hogs infested with mange are 
usually infested with lice also. Hog 
lice are the largest of the blood 
sucking kind and take quito a bit 
of blood from the animal each day. 
In addition, they are carriers of 
the virus that causes swdne pox. 
The control for both hog mange 
and lice is simple. It consists of 
spraying the animals with Lin- 
dan or HHC. Lindane is the puri­ 
fied form of HHC. 
If you 
use a small portable 
sprayer for treating the hogs, use 
the liquid rather than wettable 
Lindane powder. One teaspoonful 
of 25 per cent emulsifiable Lin ­ 
dane concentrate in one gallon of 
water will do the job. If you use a 
power sprayer, use a pint of 25 
per cent Lindane emulsifiable con- 
rvrntrnte in IOO gallons of water. 
For heavy infestations of mange— 
don bit the dosage of Lindane.

GREEN BY PROPER COOKING 
That bright green broccoli you 
put into the pan w ill come out as 
bright a green as when you put it 
on to cook if you follow a few 
rules for cooking green vegetables. 
For there is a right way and a 
wrong w’ay to cook these delicate 
foods so as to keep their bright 
colors. Miss Ruth Dennis, home 
agent, says that heat from over 
cooking is one thing that turns

color is acid in the cooking water.

protect that appealing green color 
by removing the lid from the pan 
after the vegetable starts boiling. 
In a few minutes, replace the lid 
and cooking the vegetable just till 
done. Then serve it immediately. 
If you wish to serve the green 
vegetable with an acid, such as 
lemon or vinegar, add it at the 
table when served. Properly cook­ 
ed vegetables which are served 
promptly not only look better but 
they taste better and have more 
nutrients than those that are poor­ 
ly prepared and then allowed to 
stand and wait for a tardy meal.
